**  If  rery  summary  or  geaeral  proof  only  wrere  needed  of  the  great 
‘MTgMgete  of  these  matters,  we  sbeaUi  have  it,  at  ooce  aad  aieat  eoacla- 
sirely,  in  the  declamtioa  made  by,  Mr  Secretary  Pool,  Ja  the  House  of 
.Commons,  April  13,  that  *  pAaLiAuiNT  was  ovaawiiKLMEo  witd 
aoftfNoss.*.  Wegliould  have  it  further  in  the  o|>eo  avowal  of  the  Speaker 
of  the  Home  of  A^iaioas  himself,  May  44b,  of  the  preceding  Seesioo,  that 
>  the  increase  of  business  in  Parliament  bad  come  to  be  such,  that  it  was 
impossR>lc  to  say  what  matter  would  be  brought  on  upon  aDy^appointed 
day,  and  what  would  not ;  a  state  of  things,*  he  remarked,  *  fftpa  which 
the  greatest  inconvenience  resulted,  jioth  to  Members  and  to  tbe  public.*  i 
.  **  But  for  realizing  ail  that  we  coeteraplate,  mere  general  allegations 
will  not  suffice;  and  we  must  trouble  the  reader  t^refore  with  some 
details.  , 

At  different  times  during  the  last  few  Sessioua,  it  has  been  announced 
by  the  public  journals,  that  on  certain  days,  which  they  specify,  such  a 
variety  bf  Coai(iiit,v.*es  sat  upon  Bills,  that  House  of  Commons,,  with 
all  its  accommodations,  couM  not  contain  them.  We  otir^vcs  can  give 
dates  within  the  |>criod  we  s{>eak  of,  when  not  fewer  than  flve-and-twenty; 
Committees  of  the  House  have  sat  on  the  same  day;  and  when  also  pot 
less  than  eight,  and  even  twelve  separate  Committees  on  perfectly  distinct 
Bills,  many  of  them,  of  course,  with  their  aceoinimniments  of  Clerks,  pro-’ 
fessional  attendants,  ivitnesses,  Ac.  have  actually  met  in  the  same  roont,* 
the  room  being  one  too  of  most  limited  dimensions.  All  ibis,  howevnr,  falls 
I  stiort — very  far  short,  of  wbnt  lias  been  known  to  occur.  We  have  lyiM 
before  us  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  appoia^ 
in  the  session  of  1825,  to  consider,  among  other  things,  of  means  for  pro¬ 
viding  additional  accoutiuodalion  for  the  meeting  of  Commitieos.  \¥o' 
there  read  as  follows  :  *  During  the  present  session,  the. Members  waitiag 
rooms,  the  long  gallery,  the  House  of  Couimuns  itself^  and  even  tb#  Coari, 
of  Exchequer,  have  been  occupied  by  Committees.  Two  hundred  and 
Heveiityosix  sittings  have  been  held,  of  public  Conuiiittees.  Four  of  thu^ 
public  Committees,  and  thirty  Comuiittees  on  private  business,  have  met 
on  a  single  day,  nituUen  of  the  tatter  having  been  fixed  to  meet  in  one 
room* 

**  We  shall  give  one  statemeut  more,  particularly  ae  It  shows  ao  impor-  . 
tant  conse<|uenca  of  this  pressure  of  business,  aflecting  both  Members  and 
the  public,^  which  is*  not  of  a  nature  at  first  sight  to  arrest  attentioa. 

*  There  were  down  on  their  order  book.*  said  the  Honourable  Member  for 
Aberdeen  in  the  House  of  Commons,  May  11, 18^7,  *  a  list  for  tliai  day  of 
no  less  than  thirty-two  Commitieos.  Of  these*  as  many  as  five  reaueoted 
Scotland ;  upon  each  of  which  hit  sente  of  duty  would  have  led  him  to 
attend,  hud  it  been  possible  for  him  to*  have  done  so.*  * 

It  would  be  indulging  our  own  feelings  if  we  stopped  to  coinmaat 
here,  on  the  bustle  and  confusion,  as  a  mere  scone,  that  is  thus  brought 
under  our  view,'  and  the  like  to  which  is  certainly  not  to  be  met  with  iu  th« 
workshops  of ’the  cuiniuoucst  handicraftsman.

Tho?e  who  take  up  the  book  befbf^  ut,  expecting  the  interest  of  a 
biographical  narrative,  will  experiesce  a  disappointment,  for  the 
portion  of  it  relating  action  and  itieltJent  Is  certainly  meagre ;  but 
to  the  philosophical  inquirers  into  the  histoiy  of  a  great  mind,  it 
furnishes  rich  materials  and  an  ample  treat,  ft  gratifies  us  that  this 
service  has  been  rendered  to  litmture  by  Lord  Kino,  a  nobleman 


who  had  before  many  claims  on  the  gratitude  of  the  community,  for 
his  bold  and  unremitting  exertions  wherever  its  interests  have  b^eo 
concerned,  and  who  has  commanded  the  sympathy  of  all  free  spirila 
liy  perpetually  acting  up  to  llie  motto,  dthellart  tupetboi.  We  now, 
liowever,  see  him  engaged  in  a  still  more  gracious  task,  in  the  wortiiy 
employmeni  of  unveilmgthe  virtues  of  a  benefactor  of  mtfikiiid,  ana 
discovering  the  springs  that  moved  an  intellect  which  niade  its  woik« 
ings  felt  through  the  civilized  world. 

With  to  masterly  a  portrait  as  is  before  us,  we  should  hold  ourselves 
guilty  of  a  presumptuous  impertinence,  did  we,  in  our  own  words, 
attempt  to  sketch  tbc  disliaguishiag  peculitritiet  of  the  subject  of 
these  memoirs.

tfiemselves  from  intolerance,  and  in  time  learn  to  reepcct  in  others  the  free¬ 
dom  of  thought,  to  the  eaercitc  of  which  they  owe  their  own  existence. 
By  the  indepeodeitt  divines  who  w'cre  bis  instructors,  our  philosopher  was 
taoghi  those  principles  of  religious  liberty  which  they  wore  the  first  to  dia-

he  was  often  a'  man  of  business,  and  always  a  man  of  the  world,  without 
■Hieb  undisturbed  letattre,  and  probably  with  that  abated  relish  for  merely 
abstract  sMot^atyoa,  whi<^  i^i  the  inevitable  result  converse  with  society, 
and  expen^ucu  fn  aflTairs.  But  his  political  connexions  agreeing  with  his 
early  bias,  made  him  a  zealous  advocate  of  liberty  in  opinion  and  in 
government ;  and  he  gradually  united  his  zeal  and  activity  to  the  illustra- 
tion  of  auob  general  princijiles  os  are  the  guardians  of  those  great  interests 
of'  hnmao  society.  Almost  all  his  writings  (even  his  Essay  itself)  were 
occasional,  and  intended  directly  to  counteract  tlm  enemies  of  reason  and 
fraodom  in  his.own  age.  The  first  Letter  on  Toleration;  tlie  most  original, 
pprhaps,  of  bis  works,  was  composed  in  Holland,  in  a  retirement  where  he 

K|s  forced  to  cpnceal  himself  from  the.  tyranny  which  pursued  him  into  a 
reign  land  ;  and  it  was  published  in  England,  in  the  year  of  the  Revo- 
fotion,  to  vindicate  the  Toleration  Act,  of  which  the  author  lamented  the 
Imperfection.'* 

Still  quoting  the  same  authority,  Lord  King  conlioues  to  |ay — 
There  is  something  in  the  plainness,  and  even  homeliness,  of  Locke's 
language,  which  strongly  indicates  his  very  clear  conception,  that  expe¬ 
rience  must  be  his  sole  guide,  and  his  unwillingness,  by  the  use  of  sebo- 
latlic  langnagv,  to  imitate  the  example  of  those  who  make  a  show  of 
evplabiing  faets,  while,  in  reality,  they  only  *  darken  council  by  words 
vMlbMit  knowledge.'  Ho  is  content  to  collect  the  laws  of  thought,  as  he 
WCMiU  have  eoliecteid  those  of  any  other  object  of  physical  knowledge,  from 
vjyeervation  alone*  He  seldom  embarrasses  himself  with  physiological 
l^pot hoses,  or  wastes  his  strength  in  those  insoluble  problems,  which  were 
tben  called  metaphysical.  Though  in  the  execution  of  his  plan  there  are 
maiiy  and  great  defects,  the  conception  of  it  is  entirely  conformable  to  the 
Verulamian  method  of  induction,  which,  even  after  the  fullest  enumeration 
of  particulars,  rcuuires  a  cautious  examination  of  each  subordinate  class 
dr j^enomena,  befSorc  we  attempt,  through  a  very  slowly  ascending  series 
of  generalization,  to  soar  to  comprehensive  law  s. 

**  Few  books  have  contributeo  more  to  rectify  prejudice,  to  undermine 
eatabbabod  errors,  to  difTuse  a  just  mode  of  thinking,  to  excite  a  fearless 
ipifit  of  inquiry,  and  yet  to  contain  it  within  the  boundaries  which  nature 
hinaprserribod  to  tlie  human  undem landing.  An  auieodment  of  the  gene* 
1^  hjJiita  of  thoughf  in  most  parla  of  knowledge,  an  object  as  important 
^  nvenyh^  di^oftrp  of  new  trutha,  ihpsgli  it  is'not  so  palpable,  nor  in  its 
utiure  so  capabte  of  being  estimated  by  superficial  observers.  In  the 
ibental  and  yrdl  world,  which  scarcely  admit  of  anytliing  which  can  be 
eWIted  dl^edWry,  the  correction  of  the  intellectual  habit  is  probably  the 
greblent  setf^Ce  which  can  be  relldkr<id  to  science.  In  this  respect  the 
merit  of  Locke  is  unrivalled :  Ini  Writings  have  diflTused  throughout  the 
dviliwrd  world  Ike  love  of  eivH  bbdfty  ;  the  spirit  of  toleration  und  charity 
ib  teligieus  dtiereacM  ;  the  (Hs|>osili^  to  reject  whatever  is  obscure,  fan¬ 
tastic,  or  hypothetical  in  speculation;  ta  reduce  verbal  disputes  to  their 
psoper  value;  to  abandon  problems  which  admit  of  no  solution  ;  to  distrust 
wbntaver  cannot  be  clearly  expressed ;  to  render  theory  the  simple  expres¬ 
sion  of  facts ;  and  to  prefer  those  studies  which  most  directly  contribute  to 
human  happiness.  It  Bacon  first  discovered  the  rules  by  which  kuowlodge 
is* Improved.  Locke  has  most  contributed  to  make  mankind  at  large  observe 
them.  He  has  done  moat,  though  often  by  remedies  of  silent  and  almost 
insensible  operation,  to  cure  ifiosfi  meaial  dlateiBpers  which  obstructed  the 
adoption  of  these  rules ;  and  t|iut  led  to  that  general  diffusion  of  a  healllf 
ful  and  vigorous  understanding,  which,  is  at  once  the  greatest  of  all 
improvenufnls;  and  the  instrument  by  which  all  other  imimivements  must 
be  accompliahed.  He  has  left  to  |H>ster{ty  the  instructive  example  of  a

For  instance,  tlie 
manufacturer  has  only  to  “  lay  in’*  an  obstinate  old  guardian,  or 
uncle,  or  father — the  goods  are  the  same,  though  differently  labelled  ; 
a  curds-and-whey  or  cold-boiled-knuckle-of-veal  sort  of  young  lady, 
who  is  equally  unmanageable  with  said  guardian,  father,  or  uncle,  by 
reason  of  her  native  insipidity  ;  a  wailing  maid,  whose  chief  duty  lies 
in  fetching,  carrying,  and  hearing  all  her  mistress’s  love  letters  {  4 
lover,  the  sole  end  of  w  hose  creation  apjiears  to  be  the  propagation  of 
folly  ;  a  military  rival,  who  has  ordinarily  the  compIimHfit  paid  him  of 
being  represented  as  a  swindler,  and  who,  like  all  pickpockets,  insists 
upon  being  called  a  gentleman  ;  his  servant,  wlio  is  always  the  more 
estimable  character  of  the  two,  for  his  chicanery  is  to  benefft  another  | 
and  a  waiter  at  the  inn  where  the  scene  is  usually  laid,  on  wliqni 
devolves  the  task  of  amusing  the  company  ;  for  which  purpose.  In 
addition  to  being  horn  a  fool,  he  is  indued  with  some  fantastic  acoom* 
plishment,  the  most  approved  being  that  of  punning  or  rhyming. 
Common  minds  think  they  are  even  with  men  of  genius  because  they 
can  overreach  them  in  worldly  matters;  and  therefore  they  look  upon 
them  as  jackassess :  poets  are  frequently  men  of  genius,  ergo,  with 
these  worthies,  poets  are  jackasses;  and  thus  it  is  that  a  waiter  at  an 
inn  with  an  elegiac  or  bucolic  turn  of  mind,  comes  like  a  poiut-bldnk 
sliot  to  the  understandings  of  an  English  audience. 

Such  were  the  ingredients  employed  from  his  stock  in  trade,  by  t)ie 
author  of  a  farce,  performed  for  the  second  time  at  this  house  on 
VVednesilay  evening,  entitled  //icng;  or  *  WhuVt  in  a  iviMeY^ 
Tlie  reader  may  imagine  how  deplorably  the  work  must  have  beim 
put  together  (taking  into  consideration  the  long  established  repututibn 
of  the  cliar.icters  employed),  when  lie  is  informed  that  it  was  sturdily 
damned.  The  most  original  piece  of  humour  promulgated  during  an 
hour  arid  lialf  of  dialogue  fell  from  the  favoured  lips  of  Mr  Keelby, 
the  poetical  waiter :  his  “  Ode  written  in  a  skittle  ground,”  begins 
niiig,  “  Descend,  ye  nine  !’*  and  the  most  novel  piece  of  morality  con- 
sisied  in  a  promise  on  tiu*  part  of  the  swindling  captain  to  pay  Kit 
debts,  upon  receiviug  intelligence  that  a  West  Indian  uncle  had  died 
leaving  him  fifty  thousand  pounds. 

The  stillness  and  forbearance  of  the  lodienoe  during  the  progreta 
of  the  piece  were  marvellous;  at  the  close,  however,  it  relapsed  to  hi 
original  nothing  in  a  hurricane.

Dublin,  Saturday  Night, — The  Privy  Council  sat  for  nearly  three 
hours  this  afternoon,  and  they  have  decided  upon  prompt  and  energetic 
measures  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  peace.  Blood  was  shed  on 
Sunday,  Monday,  and  Tuesday,  in  successive  conflicts  with  the  jicasantry, 
arising  from  the  exhibition  of  those  Orange  orgies,  which  were,  in  ojien 
defiance  of  law,  performed  in  the  north  of  Ireland.— The  peasantry,  U|>on 
finding  the  Orangemen  bent  upon  celebrating  their  festival,  nud  on  observ* 
ing  that  the  Orangemen  were  preparing  to  meet  with  arms,  some  of  them 
being  the  King's  Yeomanry,  appear  to  have  taken  up  in  one  place  near 
Fermanagh  a  military  position.  Heretofore,  when  these  Orangemen 
paraded  en  masjte,  the  excited  jieasantry  opposed  in  small  parties  were 
•osily  overthrown.  Now,  however,  they  rapidly  moved  in  detachments 
until  they  crowned  an  extensive  hill,  and  from  this  spot  all  the  entreaties 
of  Lord  Enniskillen  eouid  not  remove  them.  So  tierce  was  the  spirit  of 
Msistance,  that  the  Orangemen  were  everywhere  lieaten  in  these  late 
rsDcoutres  with  the  peasantry.  The  conse<|uunce  is,  the  increased  iuflam-' 
lualtOJi  of  the  latter,  aod  still  louder  denunciations  of  the  former. 

Dublin,  July  21.— The  disturbances  in  the  North  still  continue,  but  it 
is  very  difticuli  to  reach  the  truth.  The  following  is  an  extract  of  a  letter 
from  Armagh,  July  18: — “The  country  continues  dreadfully  disturbed. 
General  Thornton  has  been  at  Stewardstown  (near  Coal  Island)  but  the 
hedge*firing,  the  Indian  warfare,  is  still  going  on.  The  numbers  actually 
kHled  are  staled  at  various  amounts.  Some  say  50.  This  is  probably  an 
exaggeration.  Groups  uf  people  lined  the  roads,  or  were  collected  about 
the  public  bouses ;  umst  of  them  armed.  Never  was  there  anything  like  it, 
iu  llus  part  of  Uie  world,  since  the  rebellion  of  1798."  . 

The  county  of  Down  is  iu  a  state  of  equal  agitation  ;  which  agitation,  I 
am  sorry  to  say,  has  been  much  increased  by  the  conduct  of  several  of  the 
Clergymen  of  the  Established  Church,  who  chose  the  12Ui  inst.  as  a  proper 
opportunity  to  iireach  seditious  and  even  treasonable  sermons.  At  Inch, 
near  Downpatrick,  the  Clergyman  inveighed  against  Popery,  his  Majesty’s 
Ministers,  and  particularly  tlie  Duke  of  Wellington,  whom,  1  am  told,  he 
d'eseKbed  as  plotting  for  the  Crown,  to  place  iC  on  the  head  of  his  son, 
wrkteh  son,  according  to  the  Reverend  preacher,  was  to  marry  a  Princess 
of  England.  IWtben  launolied  oat  into  a  flaming  panegyric  on  that  truly 
Frntastaai  Prince,  the  Duke  of  Cumberland.  Protastaols,  he  said,  should 
t%ke  corn  of  themsolves;  nod  the  way  to  do  so  was  to  keep  down  the 
Pnpislii.  The  religion  of  the  latter  was  a  nmet  horrible  superstition,  and 
a  curse  to  tlm  country.  While  ho  was  preachiug,  the  sou  of  another  Pro> 
testant  ^ergyman  sal  opimsite,  exhibidog  a  string  of  beads,  uiiiiiicking 
the  form  of  lioiuan  Catnolic  worship,  laughing  occasionally  at  his  own 
baffbonery,  in  which  he  was  most  heartily  joined  by  the  congregation.  This 
g^si  and  hideous  farce  occurred  iti  a  church  belonging  to  the  diocese  of 
Dr  ManU— Prtrn/c  Letter  in  the  Tima. 

Enniskillbn,  July  17. — (Ettfaet  of  a  letter). — ^The  disap|K>inted 
Orangemen,  aAw  nnwearied  and  uneeasing  provoeatioos,  have  at  length 
■ucaeeded  in  driving  the  CalhuUca  of  Fermanagh  la  the  dwperate  altcrna* 
tivo  of  Uhing  up  an»a  lo  save  ibeaiselvts  from  destruction.  The  first 
battle  between  the  pafiiea  was  fought  al  Machsun,  in  this  couuty,  on 
Monday  the  13th  of  July, 

Last  Saturday  night,  tbaeva  of  the  anniversary  of  the  battle  of  Aughrim, 
the  Orangemen  couimeuced,  a^  they  were  wont,  their  insults  and  usual 
outrages  iu  the  town  of  Eonisktlien.

Mr  ILvzlitt's  writings  arc  better  known  than  his  name  :  the;  are  a-al* 
tered  up  and  down  the  periodical  literature  of  the  last  few  )ears,  mIktc 
they  have  silently  worked  some  of  that  good  which  he  has  ceateui|daitd. 
The  truth,  like  leaven,  has  “leavened  Uie  whole  lump"  of  inert,  unuidd; 
nationai  character.  There  are  many  readers  who  recognise  that  doe 
roman  hand"  in  the  various  works  of  the  day,  but  who  do  Deiknaata 
whom  they  are  indebted  for  the  fillips  which  Mr  llazlili’s  uriliogs  xive  u 
the  understanding.  He  sways  the  sweeping  scythe  of  censure— an4 
wields  the  trenchant,  short  sword  of  argument:  the  spiked  gasnilet  J 
indignation,  and  the  piercent  spear  of  invective  are  both  se«a  aui  kit,  but 
the  chain[>ion  of  truth  is  recognised  only  by  his  piowess :  be  wean  bu 
vizor  down.  Mr  Hazlilt's  name  is  a  bug-bear  to  the  whole  fumil;  of  ts 
Smugs^  a  stinging  serpent  in  the  path  of  the  |>oUlical  liuxter.  Tlwabo»« 
that  has  been  lavished  upow  him  is  a  tribute  lo  the  excellent  effect  of  laj>« 
searching  remedies,  which  he  has  administered  lo  the  oorrupi  | 
politic.  The  virulence  and  vulgarity  indicated  the  soreness  aud  putulen-e 
of  the  ulcer :  the  wrilhings  and  foam  exemplified  the  severity  of  pain  io  i-s 
cauterized  parts.

armed  partizans,  .or  who  remember  the  scenes  which  occurred  in  the 
AlaiHifocturing  districts  of^  England  io  1819,  in  consequence  of  the 
tMi|4ofinent  of  the  Yeomanry, corps'.  Martial  law,  enforced  by  the 
rfgnlar  army,  would  be  comparatively  a  blessing  to  Ireland. 

Lord  Tenterden  A**d  Sir  Cepree  Mu/ray  dined  with  the  Grocer's  Com- 
pjlf  y  oU  T^ujrsday,  and  receiVeo  the  freedom  of  the  Corporation  on  that 
occasion.  In  the  complimentary  speeches  addressed  liy  the  Master  (Mr 
J.  B.  Heath)  to  the  new  Members,  he  reminded  th>m  ofthe'eminent  men 
belonging  to  the  legal  and  military  profestioni  who  had  been  “  brother 
groovrs,**— the  Earla  of  Noklingimm  and  Camden  among  tlie  lawyers,  the 
Duke  of  Albemarle  and  Marquis  Cornwallis  among  the  soldiers. 

Treatment  of  the  Poor  nr  a  Select  Vestry.— At  the  late  Berk¬ 
shire  Sessions,  a  complaint  wsa  very’ properly  brought  forward  by  John 
Walter,  E**q.  one  of  the  Magistrates,  respecting  some  of  the  regulations 
ordered  by  the  Select  Vestry  of  the  Parish  of  Swallowfield,  and  adopted 
by  the  Overseers,  particularly  those  which  limited  the  supply  of  food  to 
pattpen  in  the  Poor-house  to  one  gallon  of  second  bread,  and  one  pound 
of  cheese  a-week— and  directed  that  they  should  not  go  out  of  the  Poor- 
hoote  on  any  pretence  whatever.— Mr  Talpourd  showed  that  the  con¬ 
victed  foions  iU'tbegaol  were  much  better  fed,  not  much  liarder  worked, 
and  not  in  a  worse  situation  in  regard  to  restraint  than  these  paupers. 
He  thoiighf  it  ought  not  to  be  tolerated  that  Parish-officers  should  turn 
their  poor-house  into  a  Bestille  ;  and  aaid  that  if  a  pauper  was  to  bring 
his  action,  be  wondered  what  defence  would  beVaised'by  these  gentle¬ 
men.  Ho  contended  that  parish  relief  was  not  a  gratuity  to  which 
degrading  and  insulting  conditions  should  be  attached  ;  that  it  was  the 
aacred  right  of  every  Englishman  to  be  iiistained  wlien  age,  infirmity,  or 
misfortune  depriv^  him  of  the  means  of  supporting  himself, — a  right 
founded  not  only  ba  the  laws*  of  nature  and  humanity,  but  upon  the  law 
of  the  land,  ap(l  that  the  poor  had  as  good  a  right  to  parish  relief  as  any 
^pil#a>Rn-^eji^t  had .  to  bis  eafaie. — Tlie  Surgeon  of  the  Gaol,  Mr 
Pulley,  gave  it  as  his  opinion,  that  the  poor-house  allowance  was  not 
sufficient  to  keep  ea  able-bodied  man  iu  health.  The  gallon  of  bread 
was  about  S  pounds  1 1  ounces,  which,  with  the  one  pound  of  cheese,  was 
equal  to  It  pounds  of  bre^d. — Mr  Russell  aaid  the  allowance  was 
intended  for  profligate  end  dissolute  persons;  that  he  had  never  heard  a 
aingle  complaiqt^  and  that  since  the  establishment  of  the  Select  Vestry, 
the  health  of  the  poor  of  Swallowfield  had  been  considerably  improved. — 
A  division  took  plabe  ;  wbcti  the  Magistrates  decided  that  it  was  not 
neoeetary  to  make  any  order  oh  the  anbjeef.  TKe  Chairman,  however— 
(t»rd  Radnor)  made  this  refoark  : — **  Althougli  she  Court  has  come  to 
this  deciaion,  yet  \  feel  bound  to  state,  that  it  iis  t  believe  1  may  s^y,  the 
unanimous  opinloh  of  the'Bench,  that  the  allowance  of  food  for  able- 
bodied  persons  ia  not  euffieieOt.  I  foel  great  eoofidenoe  that  it  is  not 
necessary  to  do  more  than  make  thia  intimadoo,  ia  order  to  effect  an 
altcrafion.**
